COUNCIL APPROVES THE BILL 


Posse Comitatus Is Allowed $102,000, 
but the Bill May Not Reach Mayor 
Wells Till May 4. 


As approved by the Council Friday after- 
noon, the temporary appropriation bill con- 
tains provisions for the bayment of the 
sheriff's posse comitatus and of the judges 
and clerks at the November and April elec- 
tions. The first item amounts to $102,000 and 
the second, $76,000 in amount, is included in 
a total of $99,437.85. 

The mayor's contingent fund is placed at 
$2500, one-fourth of the maximum yearly 


amount allowed by law for this purpose. No 
appropriation for park concerts is made. 
The parks are in most instances allowed 
the same amounts as in last year’s tempo- 
rary bill. No ttem for park concerts ap- 
pears in the bill. 

The lines of last year’s temporary bill 
were closely followed, and'in most depart- 
ments there is little variance from the 
amounts then allowed. 

The Insane Asylum is given $26,151.23, 
which is $5237 less than lagt year. 

The City Dispensary receives about $2000 
more than last year. 

The Female Hospital and poorhouse are 
both cut, the latter being reduced more 
than $4000. 

The milk inspector is given $500 more than 
last year.

HE WAS USING DYNAMITE 


HE SOFTENED UP A STICK OF THE 
EXPLOSIVE. 


He Then Tried to Break It With a Rock 
and the Explosion Shook Fort 
Schuyler’s Walls. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 27.—Private John Arm- 
strong Roylfe, Eighteenth United States 
Artillery, was blown to fragments at Fort 
Schuyler by the explosion of ) pounds of 
dynamite. Sixty pounds of the poor fellow 
have been recovered in tiny-scraps, but the 
other 100 pounds of him are missing. Private 
Peter Haley and Simon Lewinsky, a dealer 
in old iron, of Brooklyn, were knocked un- 
conscious. 

The force of the explosion shook the fort 
to its foundation. Officers and enlisted 
men and their families poured out of the 
dwellings and barracks in terror. The ex- 


plosion was heard miles away and the 
earth trembled as if there had been an 
earthquake. 

The government had sold some 6 old 
smooth bore Rodman guns at the fort. 

Lewinsky decided to break them up and 
used dynamite. 

Roylfe and Haley were detailed to hel 
him. Lewinsky had a box containin 
pounds of dynamite. Roylfe brought aiong 
a pail of hot water to soften the explosive. 
He soaked a stick of the stuff in the pall 
and then tried to break it In two. It would 
not break. He picked up a rock and tried 
to break the stick that way. 

Just then Lewinsky saw him. He was 
7 feet away, with Haley. 

‘*‘Look out!”’ he shouted, ‘‘don’t do that!’ 
He was too late and the stick of dynamite 
exploded in the soldier’s hands and the de- 
Fame set off the entire 30 pounds in the 

Ox. 

Lewinsky and Haley were found uncon- 
scious on the ground, Roylfe was nowhere 
to be seen. A systematic search was begun 
over a radius of 300 yards. Bit by bit they 
picked up fragments of the soldier's body 
until they had pounds. No more could 
be found. Roylfe weighed 160 pounds. No 
fragment weighed more than five pounds. 

The fragments were carried to the fort 
by Roylfe’s former comrades and will be

Roylfe was 35 years old, and entered the 
service in Boston. His relatives live in 
Ireland.

COLLECTING GARBAGE. 


The Council Sanitary Committee has gone at the garbage 
‘ question jn an orderly, business-like fashion, 

Facts relating to the experience of other cities are being 
collected and will be turned to account in outlining a plan of 
procedure in St. Louis. 

The information already obtained is encouraging. There is 
nothing to prevent St. Louis doing as well as Cincinnati, Phila- 
delphia, Toronto and other American and European cities. 

It will not do to yield too readily to difficulties or admit 
that obstacles are insurmountable. In a work of this kind 
the public interest should be consulted first, last and all the 
time. The prefit to individuals must be subordinate to the 
health, cleanliness and good order of the city. 

What is needed in St. Louis is a system of garbage collec- 
tion which shall coilect the garbage.

PREDICTING THE WEATFER

An instrument to detect distant thunder- 
Storms has been devised and described by 
M. T. Tommosina, according to the En- 
Sineer, London... ‘‘The apparatus consists 
essentially of a self-decohering carbon co- 
herer placed in circuit with a dry-cell and 
an ordinary telephone-receiver. The grains 
of carbon are hermetically sealed in a giass 
tube, attached to the telephone magnet, so 
as to lie horizontally when the receiver is 
placed to the ear. The impression pro- 
duced on the observer is that of being 
transported into the neighborhood of the 
thunder-storm which might vet be hidden 
below the horizon. To strengthen the ef- 
fect the author used three copper ‘an- 
tenne,’ each 30 m-«ters (98 feet) long. In 
this manner it was found possible to ob- 
serve the development of. a violent thun- 
der-storm at a distance 12 hours before it 
broke loose at the observing | station, 
Which was situated on the Lago Mag- 
giore. A distant rain is indicated by a 
rattling sound before a cloud is visible.”’

DISCUSSION OF MAYOR’S GAR- 
BAGE MESSAGE DEFERRED. 


MORE INFORMATION WANTED 


Tenth Ward Improvement Association 
Favors Municipal Ownership, but 
Not of Ed Butler’s Plant. 


The Council committee on sanitary af- 
fairs, at its meeting Friday afternoon, de- 
cided to defer action upon the suggestions 
contained in Mayor Wells’ message until 
further information could be obtained upon 
the subject of municipal ownership of gar- 
bage plants. 

Health Commissioner Dr. M. C. Starvloff 
was present at the meeting, on the invita- 
tion of Chairman Sheehan. The latter said 
to the Post-Dispatch Saturday: 

“We decided to do nothing until addi- 
tional information could be collected from 
other cities regarding the removal and re- 
duction of garbage. Dr. Starkloff was pres- 
ent and gave us the benefit of his advice, 
and he Was requested to write the health 
departments of other cities for the purpose 
of securing the desired information. 

“The committee has no disposition except 
to serve the city’s best interests, and if the 
purchase by the city of the garbage reduc- 
tion plant is found to be feasible and of 
advantage to the city, 1t will certainly be 
recommended. 

As soon as the necessary information is 
secured, the committee’ will be called to 
meet again and its report will be pre- 
pared.”’ 

At the meeting of the Tenth Ward Im- 
provement Association Friday night at 
Chippewa Hall, corner of Chippewa street 
and Oregon avenue; a resolution, offered by 
H. C. Koenig, declaring for municipal own- 
ership of the garbage reduction plant was 
passed, . 

The South Side plant of the St. Louis 
Sanitary Co. is located in the Tenth ward, 
and the Koenig resolution provides further 
that the reduction plant, to be owned by 
the city, shall be located elsewhere. and, 
in fact, not in anv thickly populated sec- 
tion of the city. For this reason it opposes 
the purchase by the city of the present 
plant. 

A commitee, composed of Mr. Koenig, J. 
F.. Dauering, Cc. Brinkof, Edwin Rosen- 
thal and Louis Padberg was appointed to 
present the resolutions to Mayor Wells, 
the City Council. House of Delegates and 
the Board of Public Improvements. 

A suggestion that a copy be also pre- 
sented to Health Commissioner Starkloff 
was abandoned, on the advice of Judge 
Zimmerman, who thought it might arouse 
opposition to the measure.
